Mrs. Stone started working here in Sept 1999. Prior to coming here, she worked at 
Windsor High School for 1-1/2 years in the Math Department.

cut up about 15 pounds of fresh fruit - not this year though! Both Mrs. Frost and Mrs.

When you ask students what they remember from Mrs. Boucher’s Earth Science classes, they reminisce about the field trips and hands- 


on learning. They recall her classroom as an engaging and rewarding place to learn and grow. While science does not come easily to all, 
somehow Mrs. Boucher made it possible for all of her students to learn something. 

‘It is no surprise that the Connecticut Science Teachers’ Association presented Mrs. Boucher with the “Excellence in Secondary Science 
Teaching” Award in 2004. More recently, the Hartford Courant recognized Mrs. Boucher for her exemplary teaching methods. 

The same article quotes Mrs. Boucher, when asked about her hands-on methods: “When they are working together they start to learn and 
it starts to come naturally. Questions become answered when they are working on the project.” Mrs. Boucher thrives on the students’ 
energy and gets a thrill when she sees that “light bulb go off.” In that ‘ah-ha’ moment, her students develop love for learning, and her 
students begin to soar. 

And soar, they do. When we asked the students about Mrs. Boucher, they reported that she “definitely knows her rocks!” Mrs. Boucher’s 
former students remember her class fondly; their faces light up when they recall making rock candy, going on scavenger hunts, and doing 


an experiment for which they made a rainbow from a density test with water and salt. They remember being rewarded for working hard 
with pizza parties and flying paper airplanes. One of her former students says, "You could always talk to her about anything. A different 
class, college, your personal life, work, sports, anything you needed." Her colleague, Mrs. Artioli, says, "She is like a mentor to me. She is 
inventive and really cares about her students, probably more than any of the other teachers here. She invested a lot of time into her 
students and was always staying after. | look up to her, she is like a role model to me." 

Mrs. Boucher is ever-growing herself. She has received numerous other recognitions for her work and dedication. She is a teacher at heart, 
a geology coach, and wonderful colleague. Because of Mrs. Boucher’s strength, compassion, and exemplary teaching abilities, the Class of 
2016 has chosen to dedicate this yearbook to her.
